Home Rule a Rash Experiment and 
Daug-erous Novelty-Shall 
It lie Tried ? 



What the Conservatives Have Accom- 
plished for the Working 
Classes. 



Mr. Cosclieii's Financial Administra- 
tion Sound -The Army and Navy 
Not Too Strong. 



London, Fune 27.— lbrd Salisbury scut 
out, to-day, bis eledjriori manifesto, ad- 
dressed to "The electors of the United 
Kingdom." In it the Premier contends that 
his Government has done much for the 
working classes, and expresses tho hope 
that they may do more. No party is able, 
ho says, or likely to a - tempt to r< fuao the 
working people. He touches briefly upon 
the soundness of lit. Iton. Mr. Gosoheu's 
financial administration, The condition of 
the army and navy, ho "continues, has been 
remarkably improved under his Gov- 
ernment. Both blanches of tho 
service, ho adds, are far from 
being too great for a naji >n in a community 
of armed nations. In his reference to Irish 
Homo Rule, he says: ,: For generations the 
Irish have been divided into two sections, 
between whom a bitter antipathy has pre- 
vailed, due to historical causes aggravated 
by differences in religion, with which every- 
one muy sympathise. It would be flagrantly 
unjust to make either section absolute mas- 
ter, bin tho Irish Parliament must give 
over the smaller of, thepj intensely hostile 
sections to the despotism of thu larger. It is 
said that the antagonism of the nationalist 
party is imagined, that the men wdio 
worked for the Land League, etc., would 
he most tolerant and honest. This conten- 
tion is ridiculous. Wc have the toitimony 
of Loyalists, of every rank, imploring us in 
accents of passionate earnestness, to secure 
them from the fate which strategy is pre- 
paring for. them. It is for you to deter- 
mine whether the rash experiment and 
dangerous novelty shall bo tried." 

AN IRATE EMPEROR. 

The Kaiser Causes the Recall of Numerous 
European Diplomats. 

London, June 27. — The Vienna corres- 
pondent telegraphs that tho Bismarck 
demonstrations aro about to result in a 
general taking up of tho diplomats 
directly or indirectly concerned in them. 
Prince Reuse, it 'is 'said, will retire from tho 
German embassy in Vienna, because, in- 
stead of leaving the city as ordered for the 
ostensible purpose of taking a holiday, 
he became diplomatically ill. Tho Emperor 
has decided to request the recall of Sohou- 
valoff, the Russian ambassador to Berlin, 
who was Count Herbert Bismarck's best 
man. Even the aged General Schewenitz, 
German ambassador in St. Petersburg, will 
bo a sufferer from the remarkable state of 
affairs brought about by the ex-chancellor's 
i rip to Vienna, and Count Herbert's wedding. 
The Emperor holds him responsible, it in 
said, for neglecting to represent to the St. 
Petersburg Court tho utter inexpediency of 
allowing Count SchouvalolF to take official 
pari in the wedding of Bismarck. 



MEXICAN MATTERS. 

Preparing tor the July Elections— Good 'Pros- 
pects lor Diaz— Suffering from 
Starvation. 

ClTY OF MEXICO, June 27. — Tho general 
election for choice of electors who will, in 
July,' vote in the different .States for candi- 
dates for President, occurred, yesterday, in 
this city. There was no excitement, and 
entire freedom W08 given tvery citizen to 
express his choice. No military guards 
were at the polling places, which were 
mainly the doorways of private houses, and 
under a recadis in public squares voters 
wrote their .choice on prepared blanks. A 
hundred polling places were open all day. 
There were no crowds around them and 
only quiet interest was displayed, No one 
doubts that the choice of a great majority 
of the electors will fall on General Diaz. 
Even the opposition newspapers declare that 
the Government will permit entire freedom 
of expression of popular sentiment. 

Reports from the interior show that not 
withstanding <the widespread movement for 
temporary relief of the poorer claBseB of 
people, who are suffering from ecarcity of 
food, there is much suffering. Two dead 
men were discovered near the town of Ira 
puato who were found to have nothing more 
substantial iu their stomachs than a handful 
of jalfa and some tunas The local govern- 
ments and benevolent private associations 
are doing much to relieve poor people. 



A THOUSAND SOULS. 

Terrible Loss of Life .at Sea— Full Particulars 
Not Vet to Hand. 

New York, June 27. — -Mariners here- 
ob mts incline to the opinion that a terrible 
disaster has recently occurred at sea, some- 
where near this port, in which more than a 
thousand persons have porisbed. The facts 
that lea 1 to this opinion are as follows : Oil 
Saturday, the steamer Oeoan arrived, and 
reported that on last Thursday morning the 
wreck of a full-rigged ship was passed in 
latitude 40 degrees, 22 minutes, longitude 
86 degrees, -ll) minutes west. The captain 
of the Ocean made a careful and minute ex- 
amination, to ascertain the name of the 
craft, but owing to the wreck being over- 
turned and partly submerged, he could only 
make out the words "Yarmouth, N.S." on 
the stern. Tho vessel wus cut through for 
ward of tho mizzen ringing, evidently done 
in a collision. From the description of tho 
wreck given by the captain of the Ocean, 
shipping men believe that the vessel is tho 
isritish sailing ship Fr. d li. Taylor, of Yar- 
mouth, N.S. This veteel was Bighted a 
hundred miles out from Sandy Hook, on 
June 12, and should have reached port over 
a week ago. 

The steamship Vega, with n crew of GO 
men, commanded by Captain Roasa, sailed 



from Lisbon Juno G, for the Azores and Now 
York. She had 31G passengers when she 
sailod from Lisbon, und it is expected that 
Bho shippad nearly twice that many from 
the porta in the Azores. Tho steamer was 
duo here, laBt Tuesday, but has not arrived. 
Her agents are very anxious regarding the 
vessel, while scores of tho friends of the 
passengers have been besieging tho barge 
office to learn something of the whereabouts 
of tho steamship and its human freight. In 
viow of these facts, therefore, those versed 
in maritime affairs think that something has 
occurred between tho Vega and tho Fred. 
B, Taylor, and that the loss of lifo will be 
appalling. P, S. Hurbert wus the comman- 
der of the Taylor. His young wife is in 
this city but kuows nothing of the terrible 
disaster that may huvo befallen her 
husband. ,

— The Manitoba 
Legislature was dissolved, to-day, and the 
general elections will take place on Satur- 
day, July 23, the nominations ono week 
earlier. Candidates are already in the field 
from nearly overy constituency, and tho 
iittle time from now till polling day pro- 
mises to make tho most exciting battle evt-r 
fought in the province.

A Young- Lady of Vancouver Seeks 
and Finds Death in the 
Eraser. 



Who Was She, and What Was the 
Cause of Her Suicidal 
Act?

Vancopvkk, June 27. — At seven o'clock 
on Sunday evening, as churchgoers were 
hurrying to service over the Westminster 
bridge. James Holden, living at the end of 
the bridge, noticed a young lady neatly 
diesscd in dark material and wearing a 
white bonnet stop to the side of the bridge 
and, leaning on the railing, gaze intently at 
the flowing tide. Ten minutes passed by. 
The bridge was free from pedestrians, when 
the young woman, after quietly [d icing her 
parasol and prayer book on the bridge sill, 
climbed on the railing and without a sound 
allowed herselt to drop into the water on 
the False creek side. Mr. and Mrs. Muir, 
who were just Stepping on the bridge, in- 
distinctly saw the outlined figure of the 
girl as she dropped into the water, 
arid whilo Messrs. Muir and Holden 
ran for a boat Mrs. Uuir watched 
the struggles of tho dying girl. 
She told the Colonist representative that 
the girl firet ro.-o about seventy feet from 
the bridge, keeping herself up with her 
hands, floating rapidly with the tide. She 
againsank, arid, when she rose, was. still strug- 
ling in the distance with her head above 
water. She then lost sight of her. The 
boat came too late. Search for tho body 
commenced', and grappling irons were used 
till a late hour, last night, and all day, to- 
day, but without avail. Yesterday after- 
noon, Edith Edgar left her home on Ber- 
nard street, ostensibly to attend Sunday 
school. She was 1!) yearH old, of fair com 
plexion, w ore a black dress, white bonnet, 
and carried a prayer-book.

MISSISSIPPI FLOODS. 

Railway Tracks Flooded— Trains Abandoned 
-The River Thirty-Eight Miles Wide. 

Burlington, Iowa, Juno 27. — The Mis- 
sissippi river at this point has been rising 
at the rate of half an inch an hour for the 
last three days, und to-day the rate wus in- 
creased. The government gauge showed a 
stage of Hi feet above the low water mark 
of 1881. The river is now only 11 inches 
below the high water mark of 1 ,888, which 
was the highest point reached sinco 1851. 
There are .'10 inches of water on the 
floor of tho Diamond Jo line, and water 
is beginning to pour in the windows ot 
many of the buildings along tho levee. 
The Burlington Boat Club's fino house 
is entirely Biirroundid, and ,the water 
can be seen spreading out over the low lands 
in Illinois. The river at this point is now 
38 miles wide in places, and boats can bo 



run to Gladstono, 111., 11 miles inland. The 
ourrent of the river is taking a short cnt 
through these low lands, and considerable 
apprehension is felt by property owners for 
tho safety 'of their buildings. The current, 
which rushes through tho long slough 
hridgeB on the Carthago branch of tho Bur- 
lington rond, greatly endangers their stabil- 
ity.

Bensntlonnl Poisoning Case. 

London, Juno 25. — The inquest into the 
death of Matilda Glover who, there ia a 
strong suspicion, mot death by poison ad- 
ministered by Thomas Neill, has been con- 
tinued. Among the five witnesses wus MisB 
Laura Sabbatini, who said that Neill asked 
her to marry him. Shu accepted, and ho 
made his will in her favor. Subsequently 
he induced her to write blackmailing letters 
signed "W. U. Murray." Sho asked him 
why he demanded such largo sums in the 
ease of Dr. Harner, £15,000, and why ho 
made such terrible charges. Ilia 
reply was : "I'll tell you some 
day." Afterwards he got her to 
write letters signed "Murray," accusing 
certain persons of poisoning Alice Marsh 
and Emma Shricvell with strychnine and 
offering to suppress the evidence supporting 
the accusations in the event of the pay- 
ment of a certain sum of money. Neil's 
landlady deposed that at the timo of 
the Russell divorce case Neill asked her 
to tuke a letter to Lambeth road, where 
Glover resided, saying he believed there 
was a gir 1 thero that had been poisoned. 
He wanted to ascertain if she hud died, 
adding that he bolieved that Lord Russell 
had poisoned her.

BbrNF, June 27. — Switzerland litis decid- 
ed to grant a credit of 2,100,000 francs to 
fortify St. Maurice, one of tho St. Gothard 
chain of forts. Two million francs will bo 
required to completo the chain, which ex- 
tends from Luciensteig to Geneva, and will 
have cost about 10,000,000 francs.

Valparaiso, June 20.— Seuor Don Manu 
Antonio Matta, died the other day of apo- 
plexy.

President Montt decided 
that he Bhould havo a public funeral, with 
full honors. Senor Matta was the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs at the timo of tho attack 
on the sailors of tho United States warship, 
Baltimore, in this city. 

A Noble Hulelilc. 

Berlin, Juno 27. — The body of the 
Countess Augusta Linsingen, who dis- 
appeared from her home iu Hanover a fow 
days ago, has been found in the river Leino, 
near that city. It is not doubted that tho 
Countess committed suicide, though no 
reason for self-deBtruction is known. She 
was the daughter of Count Adolphus 
Linsingen, formerly chamber Iain to the 
court of Hanover, in thtr*days of King 
George. Sho was .'18 years old and un- 
married.

London, June 27. — The committee on 
Privileges of the House of Lords to-day re- 
jected the claim of John Chetwood Aiken, 
of Stoke-Bishop, Gloucestershire, to the 
dignity of Baron Do Wb. till, in the peerage 
ot England.

PARIS, June 25. — In the deputies, to-day r 
Dreyfus questioned Freycinet, minister of 
war, concerning duels.

ATTACK OX GLADSTONE. 

The Subject Referred to in (he London Pulpits 
and in the I'ress. 

London, Juno 20.— Most of tho Sunday nowa 
papora received greatly exaggerated accounts 
of tho assault made upon Mr. Gladstono while 
on bis way to speak at Chestor Inst night, 
a consequence a wave of indignation haB swept 
over the country. In hundreds of dissenting 
churches to day the subject was referred to 
with great feeling, and scores of telegrams 
wero received, expressing the sympathy of 
tho congregation with the aged statesman. To 
oil Inquiries as to Mr. Gladstone's condition re- 
assiring replies aro made. 

There was a striking scene at tho City Tem 
pie this morning. Dr. Parker said: "'As thli 
audience represents many opinions, but only 
one (standard of decency and humanity. I am 
free to condemn 1 ho outrage upon Mr. Glad- 
stone as mean, cowardly and damnnblo. If jou 
share in my opinion please rixo." Every person 
in the church stood up and thero was a tempest 
of cries "It's a shame," " It's horrible," etc, 
Tho excitement was such as has never been 
witnessed before. 

Dr. Talmage, in prefacing his sermon, said: 
" I quite ngroo with Dr. Parker, and within 21 
hours tho thunder of indignation will roll b, -*- 
from the American people." 

Tho news that Mr. Gladstone's injury is not 
likely to prove serious has caused a subsidence 
of tho feeling on tho subject, and the ex-premier 
ia receiving many mesaagos of congratulation 
on hia escape 1'roin harm. 

Tho Sunday Times in a patronizing loader, 
evidently designed as an insult to the Liberals! 
repeats the annual report that Mr. Gladstono 
is seokiiiK ,t peerage. Commenting upon ibis 
text, tho paper declares that thocountry would 
willingly givo 1 his reward to aro illy treat 
statesman whoso many mistakes h ive been 
honest ones. Lord Salisbury, the article con 
tinues, who will surely bo returned to power 
will probably bo willing to assist tho laudabli 
aspiration of the old statesman to closo hi 
career in the houseof lords. The article is Bur' 
to bo deeply resented by tho Liberals, win 
assert that Gladstone has not abandoned hi 
life-long attitude of superiority to a peerage.

Sensational Duel. 

City oV Mexico; Juno 20.— There is great 
excitement in Huatusco, Vera Cruz, over a, 
fatal duel which recently occurred in that 
town. Christobal Romero and Francisco 
Espejcl, tho younger sons of wealthy coffee 
planters, had an altercation over Miss Fior- 
ina Tamerez, a beautiful young lady to 
whom they were both paying attentions. 
They agreed to light a duel, she promising 
to marry tho one who came out victor. Tho 
duel wan fought in a secluded spot on the 
outskirts of tho town. In tho second round 
Romero received a bullet from a heavy army 
pistol in his, brain. Espejol fled, but owing 
to the prompt measures takenby the author- 
ities of Huatusco and Orizaba his apprehen- 
sion was aoira effected. Ho wus speedily 
tried and baa been sentenced to be shot for 
his crime His sweotheart, who was the 
cause of the trouble, visits tho prisoner 
daily in jail, and is using every effort to se- 
curo his pardon. 

A Siamese Prince. 

New York, June 25.— Prince Pin, of 
yiam, ariived, this morning, from Copen- 
hagen, by the steamer Hekla. Ho is aged 
23 yoars. Somo tin.e ago ho wishoil to visit 
America, but was deterred by tho stories of 
wild American life. Finally it, was sugges- 
ted that he come incognito, and accordingly 
he signed as fourth officer of the Hokla. 
The Prince will leave, to-morrow, for Nia- 
gara Falls und Cliicigo. He will remain in 
this country several weeks. Prince Piu 
will be the guest of Isaac Smith, the Siam- 
ese representative in tliis country. Ho will 
go to Chicago to avranue for the Danish 
naval display at the World's Fair. 

To Steady Sugar Prices. 

Philadelphia, Juno 27.— The sugar 
trust and tho wholesale grocers have 
entered into an agreement whereby tho 
grocers will maintain a uniform price, and 
tho trust will give thoso who do bo a rebate 
to protect them from loss. Negotiations 
have been in progress for some time, and 
were successfully concluded, na the follow- 
ing letter, issued by tho Philadelphia re- 
presentative of tho trust shows: "Phila- 
delphia, Pa., Juno 25, 1802 Gentlemen: 
On and afrer July' l, 1892, all our quota- 
tions for refined sugars will be the whole- 
sale grocers' prico, subject to an allowance 
of one-eighth cent per pound, beside tho 
usual trade discounts. Yours truly, Frank- 
lin Sugar Refining Company." A regular 
agreement has been circulated, and those 
grocers who have signed it, will be required 
at the end of every mouth to make oath 
that they have strictly adhered to tho 
quotations us furnished and published 
daily, and will be allowed an abatement of 
one-eighth cent per pound on all sugars 
purchased by them, together with tho usual 
trade discounts. 

Drayton* Reconciliation. 

New YORK, June 27. — Strenuous efforts 
are being mado to effect a reconciliation be- 
tween Mr. and Mrs. Drayton. It is said 
that Mrs. Astor ia most anxious to bring 
this about. It is thought Mrs. Drayton is 
not particularly anxious to become recon- 
ciled to her husband, nor has John Jacob 
Astor any great personal desire to see this 
brought about; but Mrs. Astor feels that it 
is absolutely necessary, and her will domi- 
nates the whole family. The impression 
seems to be general that Mrs. Astor confi- 
dently expects that a reconciliation will be 
effected, and this is the reason why she left 
her daughter when she went to Europe. 
Mr. Drayton is very obstinate. He said a 
reconciliation was not to bo thought of, but 
now, it is said, he ia being persuaded to 
look upon the affair in a different ligh 1 -. 

Parnell Not Poisoned. 

New York, June 25. — Mrs. Delia S. Par- 
noil, mother of the late Charles Parnell, ar- 
rived here yesterday on the steamship Ger- 
manic. Mrs. Parnell, in speaking of the 
Irish people ami Iter Bon, saui : "A great 
many of the Irish people now believe that 
my son Charlea was poisoned. There is no 
evidence that such was the case, but my be- 
lief is held by many of the people. All feel 
very bad over his death, und now realize 
that ho was working for their good. There 
is much feeling on the purt of some against 
the priests, und they decline to have any- 
thing to do with them." 

Bala's Experience. 

London, Juno 2U. — Georgo Augustus 
Sala, the well-known writer, had an Un- 
pleasant experience to-day. His paper has 
been attacking a new labor organization 
called "Tho domestic servants' union." Tho 
union hold a meeting in Hyde Park, to-day, 
and Sala and his wife went to see what sort 
of a turn-out it was. Tho journalist wus 
recognized by some of the crowd, who began 
pelting him with stones. Salu started to 
leave the spot, but was not allowed to go 
unmolested. The crowd pressed upon him 
and Mrs. Salu, pulling and hauling them 
about until the police rescued them. Sala 
wii3 minus his hat and Mrs. Sale's clothing 
was torn. Sala looked terribly Beared, and 
his wife was in a nearly fainting condition. 

Died in Loudon. 

London, June 26. — E L. Sheldon, Euro- 
pean manager of tho Jarvis-Conklin and 
Mortgage I'l ust company, and formerly head 
of the tirni of Sheldon & Carpenter, of 
Chicugo, died to-day of heart failure. 

Dnll Political Discussion*. 

London, June 20— Great Britain is given 
ovor wholly to tho excitement of politics, 
and nothing else ia talked over or written. 
In spite of the great interest manifested in 
tho campaign, the discussions to which it 
gives rise are more than unusually dull. 

Would lie Heard. 

Berlin, June 20.— The story that a man 
threw a petition into Prince Bismarck's car- 
riage at Vienna wus not quite correct. It 
was a package of. letters that was thrown, 
and they were lottors w hich Bismarck had 
returned to tho writer unopened. The 
writer, who took this bold method of forc- 
ing the letters again upon the prince, was 
Ferdinand Loreuz, a Bavarian locksmith, 
who at one tiiiiu invented a process for pro 
paring wooden paving blocks. Ho sold the 
patent right to Prince Bismarck, ho claims, 
with the condition that he should 
bo retained us manager of tho factory 
which Bismarek established at Fredericks- 
rube for tho manufacture of the blocks. He

Mexican Earthquakes anil Disturbance. 

Guadalajara, Moxico, June 27. — The 
people of this city and surrounding country 
have been in a state of terror for the past 
few* days on account of repeated shocks of 
oarthquako which havo been the most sevoro 
ever felt here. Tho first shook occurred on 
Friday night, and lasted 18 seconds, the 
vibrations running from southwest to north- 
east. Glass windows wore broken and the 
plastoring in many buildings was cracked. 
Hundreds of people took refuge in the 
streets. At daylight on Saturday morning 
another shock occurred. This ono caused 
great disaster, no less than a hundred build- 
ings in tho city being completely wrecked. 
Several people were seriously injured, but 
nouo killed, by tho falling walls. Since 
then several light shocks havo been felt. 
The Colima volcano, south of here, is in 
active operation again to day, and ia throw- 
ing out great volumes of BulphuroUS stnnko 
and lava.

Tho Par- 
nellitea broko many windows na thoy 
paBsed and tho residents took aholtcr iu 
the houses and pelted the crow.i from tho win- 
dows. Several doors were broken In and the 
occupant* of tho houses beaten. Tho Parnell- 
ltes wrcked tho rooms of tho Hlacknool hank. 
Tho police woro unable to copo with tho dis- 
ordor, Flftcn injured combaants were taken 
to the hoapilnl f i treatment. Many others 
wore slightly injured. O'llrioo addressed an 
anti-Pai nollito meeting, this ovoning.

(v INJUDICIOUS CODDLING. 

In our lust issue we understated tho 
Mayor's grandmotherly interference with 
the proposed contracts for tho Victoria and 
Sidney Railway. Not only would ho re- 
strict the contractor a I to the kind of labor 
they shall employ, tho hours the men are to 
work, and whon they must bo paid, but ho 
even goos so far as to indicate tho rate of 
wages they shall receive. If ho has his 
way the men who contract to build the road 
will be tied hand and foot. They will havo 
no freedom whatever. Tho Mayor's restric- 
tions aro made apparently in tho interests 
of tho working men, and he, no doubt, 
wishes them to believe that he is most so- 
licitous for their welfure. But discerning 
working men muat see that this meddling 
and fusBing must result in injury to them, 
for it will, if curried into effect, prevent the 
road's being built at all. What 
contractor will bo so foolish as to 
undortake to build the whole road or a 
section of it under a contruct which ham- 
pers him in every direction ? Besides, the 
workingmeu of Victoria are not such babies 
as to want the mayor to make their bar- 
gains for them. When tho contractor has 
bound himself not to employ Chinamen 
be may safely leavo white men to make 
their own bargains. They are intelligent 
enough and independent euough to look 
after their own interests. Such interference 
as Mr. Beaven proposes is much more cal- 
culated to hurt workingmen than to help 
them, It takes from them both self-respect 
and self-reliance, and hua a tendency to 
transform them into more machines. In 
this case we are quite sure that it will havo 
even a worse effect than this, for it will 
effectually kill the project and leave them 
without the work they would get if the 
contracts are drawn up in such a way that 
prudent men would feel justified in putting 
their numea to them. 

STILL NEGLECTED. 

We aro not at all surprised that Mr. 
Earle complains that the assurances he re- 
ceives in Ottawa, year after year, come to 
nothing. It lias long been evident to every 
one who is competent to form an opinion on 
the subject, that Victoria needs, and needs 
badly, a new Custom House, and a new 
Post Office. Thcro is no city in the Do- 
minion which contributes anything like as 
much to tho general roveuuo as Victoria 
does that is not very much better supplied 
with both Post Otlice and Custom House 
accommodation. The Custom House and 
Post Office horo are both mean looking, and 
do not afford sufficient accommodation for 
the work to be done in them. Instead of 
being a credit to tho Dominion and orna- 
ments to the city, they aro a reproach to 
the one and disfigurements to tho other. 
And now our Ottawa correspondent tella us 
that, instead of being promised tho new 
and handsome structures that Victoria 
ought to have, it is proposed to patch up 
the old buildings. Our correspondent very 
frankly says that " when tho Government 
does anything, it will bo in tho nature of 
rebuilding on its present site, or, in 
other words, fixing up tho present 
building and extending it, if that can con- 
sistently bo done." So it appears that a 
favor is to be made of even this cobbling, 
and it is by no means certain that it is 
intended to do ovsn this in the near future. 
Wo trust that tho ministers will pay their 
promised visit to Victoria. When they 
come hero they will find that tho citizens 
aro not prepared, Lazarus-liko, thankfully 
to pick up tho crumb3 that fall from tho 
table of tho favored ones of tho East. They 
will find hero men who aro both independ- 
ent and indignant— men who feel that this 
oily has been unjustly treated hitherto with 
respect to its public buildings, and who 
aro in no humor to put up with further 
neglect and injustice. Thoy will find no 
oue in Victoria who will liaton to a proposal 
to "fin: up" tho old CuBtom House and to 



patch tho Post-office, or to leavo it nn in- 
definite time longer in its present disgrace- 
ful condition. Victorians havo boen con- 
sistent and zealous supporters of tho Gov- 
ernment's policy, but they do not consider 
that their party loyalty requires them to 
submit tamely ant! eilently to gross neglect 
and glaring injustice. 



" the maritime; ruoriNCES." 

We find that those who write and speak 
about tho Maritime Provinces of the Dom- 
inion invariably refer to 'Nova Sco:ia 
New Brunswick and Princo Edward 
Island. They do not seem to think that 
thero is auother Maritime Provinco of tho 
Dominion which is quite aa important as 
any of thoso that aro spoken of as " The 
Maritime Provinces." British Columbia 
borders on the ocean, and it has a greater area 
than all tho other Maritime Provinces put 
together. Its resources are quite as varied, 
and, we believe, very much richer than those 
of the Eastern Maritimo Provinces. Its 
fisheries are practically inexhaustible. Tho 
fish which swarm in tho waters of British 
Columbia, are of many varieties, and their 
commercial valuo is quite as great as are 
those of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and 
Princo Edward Ialand — with tho products 
of the Quebec fisheries thrown in. 
Although this provinco is, so to speak, in 
its infancy. The valuo of its export of fish 
was last year §2,271,051. Tho export of 
Nova Scotia, which has moro than four 
times British Columbia's population and, as 
u colony, five times its age, was $4,936,666. 
The valuo of the fish exported from New 
Brunswick last year was SS09.S09, and of 
those of P. E. Island $490,259. The miner- 
als exported from this western maritime 
province are worth considerably more 
than those of any of tho Eastern pro- 
vinces by the sea. Nova Scotia export- 
ed 3077, 2l>0 worth of the products of the 
mine last year. British Columbia's export is 
valued at $2,930,229. New Bruuswick's 
export was 500,919, and Princo Edward 
Island had no minerals of any kind to ex- 
port. The timber resources of the Eastern 
maritimo provinces ure well developod, 
while thoso of this western province havo 
been only touched. Nova Scutia's export of 
timber was, in 1891, §1,071,547- Now Bruus- 
wick's was S.'!,9S'2,7.'!4. British Columbia's 
was $394,906, and the value of P.E. Island's 
export of the products of tho forest was only 
§11,224. 

When the total trade of the different 
Maritime Provinces of the Dominion is com- 
pared, tho relative greatness of that of 
British Columbia will strike most readers 
with surprise. It must bo borne in mind 
that the population of British Columbia is, 
according to the census, considerably less 
than that of even the smallest of tho Mari- 
time Provinces of tho eust. The following 
is a statement of tho population of thoso 
provinces as it is set down in the ceusus of 
1S91 : 

Nova Scotia 450,390 

New Brunswick 321,203 

P. E. Island 109.078 

Eritish Columbia 97,013 

It will, howover, be found that tho 97,013 
inhabitants of British Columbia, man for 
man, produco a great deal more, consume a 
great deal more, and pay into the revenue a 
groat deal more than the inhabitants of the 
Eastern Maritime Provinces, or, in fact, 
those of any other province of the Domin- 
ion. The exports of the several Maritimo 
Provinces were, iu tho year ending June 
30, 1891 :

From this it ia seen that a British Co- 
lumbian pays every year into the Treasury 
of the Dominion more than three times us 
much as a Nova Seotian or a New Bruns- 
wicker, and nino times as much as a Prince 
Edward Islander. The British Colun 
bian pays not only a great deal 
more into the Dominion Treasury than 
the eastern Maritime Province man, but 
very much more than the average Cun. 
dian. The whole Customs revenue of tho 
Dominion was, last year, §23,481,009. 
Reckoning tho population at five millions, 
the sum paid por capita was $4.69, hut, as 
we have seen, the contribution to tho Cus- 
toms revenue of every British Columbian 
was §13 79. When tho very largo propor 
tiouato amount per head paid by the inhab- 
itants of British Columbia is considered, it 
must be admitted that the Dominion Gov 
eminent is bound in justice to deal liberally 
with that province. 

It should bo remembered tint, although 
the Eastern Maritimo Provinces draw 



heavily upon tho Dominion Treasury for 
public works of one kind and another, and 
although the other provinces are required to 
pay a considerable proportion of tho work- 
ing expenses of their railways, British Col- 
umbia gets from tho Dominion no more than 
is barely sufficient to maintain the 
different services which tho Domin- 
ion is bound to keep up. Whon 
anything unusual is wanted tho representa- 
tives of British Columbia are expected to 
beg and pray for it, and then it is either 
granted tardily, as was tho case with tho 
drill shed, or indefinitely poBtpoued, as have 
been tho now Custom IIouso and tho new 
Post Office, tho lighting of the coast aud the 
hydrogre:phic survey. Tho Eastern Mari- 
timo Provinces are not under tho necessity 
of begging for necessary works such as 
these until their patience is worn out. 
Their coast is well lighted, their waters sur- 
voyed, and thoy havo lundaomo and commo- 
dious public buildings. This ia ull right. 
Wo do not complain that tho Eastern Mari- 
time Provinces aro well looked after by tho 
Dominion Government, but wo do complain 
that this province is neglected and does not 
get what it has an undoubted right to and 
what it badly needs.

The serious Inoonvenlenco o used by scows 
can y!ng passenget'H to und from the regatta, 
held on tho 21t.h of May. at tho Gorge Victoria 
Aim. B.C., lias been a bete noir for tho last few 
years, Wo won d point out that tliero is no 
r g ilar highway for tralHo on this portion of 
Victoria harbor, the regatta b ing tho solo 
cause for i raulo on thai day. This year tliero 
wero six scows towed by us many sicim tug*, 
tho lattT having no licensed engineer or cap- 
tain. These scows cany from two hundred 
and tiff y to thrco hundr ed persons havo no 
life-p esorvora or life-boats, no steering geir, 
and as tho Ann is very narrow, and the sides 
steep and rocky great danger is caused to tho 
four or live hundred pleasure boats, ca oes 
and olhT light craft, as well us those taking 
part in tho o vents of tho day. Tho tide itself 
is a Hnurco of d inger, us, at tho Gorge, it runs 
at Iho rate oi six knots an hour. 

In former years bo its alone wero used to car- 
ry passengers 10 and from Iho regalia. 

The exponas of tho rcgatt i a o mot. by vol- 
untary contributions, as much as $1,500 being 
subscribed this year for the celebration, out, of 
which $125 was spout by tho committee in I hoir 
endeavors lo keep tho course clear, without 
any avail whatever. 

The navy eontributo largely to tho pro- 
gramme of events, as many as ono hundred 
and thirty bluej ickots taking part in a singlo 
race, while t hero wore, besides, t\ro hundred 
Indians taking part in tho can o pvcos. 

Those race < wero so much hindered by tho 
senws, th it tho officers of lb M, Ileot liavo do 
elded not to tike part in any subsequent re 
gat tis unless the nuisance is abated, which, in 
ouropinl n, virtu illy means t'no abolition of 
tho regatta altogothor. 

Wo humbly a9K that you will glvo this mat 
ter your serious consideration, and sincerely 
hope that a> ops may be takon which will lead 
to tho suppression o such means of truillc in 
the future.

Mr. Charles St. Morris, of insurance fame, 
has just returned from u visit to San Fran- 
cisco, Monterey, and other California cities, 
where he went in Bcaroh of recreation and 
amusement.

At 
yesterday's meeting, Mr. D. G. Marshall, of 
Vancouver, tho assigneo, was instructed to 
accept tho offer of Mr. T. B. Pearson, of 
this city, to purchase tho eBtato for an 
amount equal to 50 por cent, of the total 
amount of unsecured claims, and to give 
payment in notes at four, eight and twelve 
months, without interest. Tho unsecured 
claims amount to about S10.500. Mr. Pear- 
son goes to Nanaimo, in the morning, to 
take possession of tho estate.

A Mishap to the Empress— Movement 
of Alaska Steamers— The Danube's 
Mission. 



Cant Lewis anil Capt. Dovoreaux will consti- 
tute tho Commission of Enquiry Into tin; cir- 
cumst inctM connecto l with Llio wreck of tliu 
government stc.niier Quadra in' Rose harbor. 
Thoy will probably meet some day this week, 
perhaps Wednesday or Thursday, and it, will 
not take much time ottet the evidence all in 
as a number of deposition!) have already been 
made and, bo ides. Uiu ollieial report, of Capt. 
Rooko, of II. M. S. Champion, in available. 

Yesterday morning tlio dry-dook at Esnui- 
mult was pumped out and the Quadra lowered 
to the supports, when a more accurate survey 
of tho injuries sustained in tho reeent accident 
up tho cast was made. It was found that tho 
keel at tho bow and for about 15 feet was 
broken and badly twisted up, whilu the plates 
on tho starboard side for some lUfcot woro bent 
inwards, causing the iron supportson tho iusido 
to bo all twisted out of shape. Tho foru 
bulkhead was i\\eo bent in com-idorably, but 
tho general injuries are no greater than nt llrst 
reported, No ollieial survey will bo made, as 
wuu llrst intended, but instead, tenders will be 
called for by tho Ho v eminent fur making tho 
repairs. The Albion Iron Works will very 
probably yet the contract. As yet, there has 
bjen no estimate made of tha exact cost of 
making tho Quadra as good ns new. but it will 
take somewhere between §111,000 and $12.1100. 
Tho keel will probably have to bo spliced 
about amidstip, and now steel ribs will be put 
in. It will take soiuo three or four weeks to do 
tho necessary woi k. 

Captain Gaudin is to sign tho vouchors, to- 
day, for tlio expenses incurred in raising the 
Quadra and bringing her down from Hose 
Harbor. Tho amount it has cost so far, is in 
the neighbo hood of $1000. This includes a big 
item of $2,8 for the wrecker, MaBCOtio, 
twenty-eight days xt $110 per day. 

The C.l'.R steamship (impress of Japan, 
from Vancouver for the Orient with passengers 
and freight, anchored oil', he Outer wharf, bun- 
day evening, and remained there over night to 
enablo a diver to make an examination ot tho 
bottom. While leaving Vane uver harbor, on 
Sunday, the vessel was backed on to a rock a 
abort distance fri in tho wharf, and it was 
feared some damage had been done, but tho 
diver discovered that only one of tho blades of 
tho propollor had been slightly bent, Tho 
Empress accordingly sailed, yesterday ma ning, 
at !)::10 o'clock flie has a full c u-go of freight 
and the following passengers : E. W. Bass and 
wife, Mr. Barton, Lieut, Hoolhby, G K, 11.

Tho 
former lias been bitty during the past wlnter 
ln opening tho tunnel of tho Shuck Basin 
Placer mines, which tided up last year. He 
oponed tho mino in excellent shape, and had 
placed everything in good mining order beturo 
ho left. Thos. Wilson now lias charge of work- 
ing tho property. 

"Mr. F. J. Camel, a mining man from 
Spokane Falls, Wash., has been spending a 
few days with us. and looking at tho various 
mining properties in this Immediate vicinity. 
Ho seems to bo well pleased with the indica- 
tions, and will probably invest If more min- 
ing men would visit this section, and examine 
our properties, m ro sales would result, and 
before many years Alaska would become n, 
mining flection second to none ou tho Pacilic 
alopo." 



ME. M'iSEAX'S LETTER. 

To TUB EDITOR,— Mr. Alexander McBcnn 
evinces an undue sensitlveiuss in his letter, 
published in tho Colonist, of the 21 th lost. 
Ho should curb his impatient spirit Ho shou d 
not bo so thin skinned. He should not rush 
into print with only the sembl .neo • f a griev- 
ance. His communication to the Council was 
not treated discourteously, nor criticised with 
any intdn' ion of hiving "a kick at the sewer- 
age contractor." It was merely pointed out, 
that ho' was asking a little more than tho 
Council would bo justified in granting, unci 
thatithnd no power to promiBu t-i expend 
money that had not yet been voted by th rate- 
payers. Hut if tho money were voted, and tho 
expenditure entrusted to Mr. McBenn, tho 
hope was expressed that ho would ompl y a 
class of labor somewhat different from what ho 
had been employing. ' 

Was not this expression of opinion justified 1 
Is it not generally believed lo bo the fact that 
Mr. MoBn-n has not only imported tlio labor 
with which he has, thus far, constructed the 
sowers, but also very nearly nil tho materials 
used in that construction, and even tho cheap 
nrovisions with which ho has fed the cheap 
imported labor f If tho sowertge contractor's 
corns aro trodden upon, ho has only himself to 
blame, for it is a fact, that Hie expenditure 
upon sowcrago construction lias been 
oo managed ns to do the least possitilo 
good to thoso who Bupply tho funds, 
and amongst whom the money should have 
been expended. It was quite impossible 
for the tax paying labor oi the city lo find re- 
munerative employment in the sewerago 
work", and if tho proposed by-law to expend an 
additional $100.0u() upon those works should be 
defeated it will bo m duly because of tho bitter 
feeling engendered by the class of labor pre- 
viously-employed, preventing the tax paying 
labor of tho city from receiving a living rate of 
wages, and thus rendering them doubtful of 
the podcy of voting a loan which will neither 
benefit them nor the city in which they live in 
its expenditure. , 

In his communication Mr. McBcan invites 
tho citizens to visit tho brickyards and see the 
class of men omployed there. It would be well 
if tho invitation woro accepted, anil other col- 
lateral works also lookedat. It would be found 
that those brickyard men are the largest em- 
ployers of white labor ia tho city, and that bucIi 
living rates of wages are paid as enable the 
workmen to preso it a respectable appearance 
to their fellow citizens The u-ickyard men do 
not import Chineso to tho province, nor do thoy 
import provisions with which tofeed them, and 
thus graspingly gather to themselves the small 
amount to be gained by feeding them. 

It may ho well, in conclusion, to remind Mr. 
MoBean that some of thoso "s .ro heads" to 
whom ho so Bneorlngly refers have been engag- 
ed upon public works in I his province for years, 
while ho was still ignoninL that British uo- 
lumbia presented so fair a ll -Id for his genius, 
and never employed t ho Chineso upon any of 
their contracts, and if the brickyard men do 
now employ them it is moro from necessity 
than choice. He will also Unci, should ho take 
iho trouble to enquire, that more money is 
actually paid workmen resilient in Victoria 
by tho brickyard men than is similarly expend- 
ed by his whole sowerage works, and ho should 
remember, at the same i i me, that this expendi- 
ture is private enterprise and not public funds 
which, it is fairly claimable, should be expend- 
ed for tho boneflt of the community supplying 
thorn.

FOULLY SLAIN. 

A Wild Man of the Woods Makes Away with 
an Experienced Hunter. 

Sheboygan, Mich., June 27. — A son and 
two brothers of Abo Clark, the famous guide 
and hunter who disappeared last March, 
have discovered that ho was murdered, and 
have found the murderer living in a cavo 
near Mullott lake, Gladwin county, Mich 
Early last March a small party of hunters 
left a station near Sheboygan and struck out 
toward the Pigeon river on a bear hunt. 
The guide of tho party was Abe Clark, an 
old man who had lived in the woods all his 
life. When out but two days they 
struck a number of trails, and 
after arranging Bignala separated to 
run down tho game. That was the last 
seen of the guide. His loss disheartened 
tho hunters, who returned and reported at 
Sheboygan. Nobody know anything of 
Abe's relatives, and no further search wa3 
instituted at tho time. 

On Juno 1, a young man arrived in She- 
boygan, uud inquired for old Abo Clark, 
saying ho was his father, and that no word 
had been received from him sinco March 1. 
Upon learning tho story, he telegraphed to 
his two uncles in Wisconsin, who 
soon joined him at Sheboygan. 
They at onco began a thorough search. 
After four days' travel through a swamp, 
they cuiiie across a rocky cavern u,t the erlge 
of a beaver meadow. Tho barking of a dog 
directed the attention of the searchers to 
the mouth of a cave, where they encoun- 
tered a being devoid of clothing, except a 
few rags. His beard, which was a filthy 
brown, reached from his eyes to his waist, 
and his hair fell over his shoulders. lie 
was short in stature and very muscular. In 
his hand lie held a ri fie and his manner and 
look indicated the lunatic. Tho searchers 
asked fnr directions about the country, and 
ho Fiiid "The river, the river," and that was 
all he would say. They tried to get him to 
talk further, but ho would say nothing but 
"Bullets, bullets!" 

One of the party pulled out a -14 cartridge 
and reaching for the cave dweller's rifle saw 
on the stock the name of Abe Clark in brass 
tacks. " Where is the owner of this gun ! " 
said young Clark, but the reply was only a 
look of diabolical hatred and brutality. 

They were at once convinced that old man 
Clark had been killed by this fiend. Then 
they walked into the cave or crevice, and, 
hanging on a projecting rock, found a coat 
similar to that worn by Clark. Tho son 
picked up the garment, and in a pocket dis- 
covered the last letter written by the family 
to his father. When they turned about the 
strange denizen of the cave had disappeared. 
They could find no trace of him, but hung 
ah nit the vicinity for two days in the hope 
of capturing him. Their provisions gave 
out and the hunt was discontinued. The 
sheriff of Gladwin county has organized a 
party, and an effort will be made to capture 
the wild tnan.

PANDORA AVENUE METHODIST 
CHURCH. 

Statement of Receipts and Expenditures— In- 
teresting Financial Summary. 

The Secretary-Treasurer of the Pandora 
Avenue Methodist Church has issued a gen- 
eral financial statement of receipts and ex- 
penditures for the year ending 31st May, 
1802. The pamphlet opens with a church 
directory, a liBt of sorvices and officials. It 
goes on to say that " Notwithstanding vari- 
ous depressing influences, not anticipated a 
year ago, which have been operating very 
prejudicially against weekly income, the re- 
port cannot but be considered a most satis- 
factory one. Legitimate running expenses 
have been fully met by envelope and plate 
collections and other sources of income; but 
unexpected arbitration and law charges 
havo increased expenditure to such an 
amount that receipts fall behind the outlay, 
llenco inroads havo been made on building 
fund contributions to somo extent to supply 
this temporary deficit; and consequently 
tho bauk overdraft has not been re- 
duced as much as it would havo 
been had these expenses not been 
forced upon the Board of Management." 
The total receipts for tho year amounted to 
$33,818.77, of which $6,429 were church 
building contributions, J4,U.'i4. 15 envelopo 
offerings, and $2,685.30 leose collections. 
Of the expenditures, g 1 7,730 21 were paid 
out on account of church building contracts, 
and §2,270 on account of tniniiter's salary. 
The assets amount to 5123,000, tho balance 
over liabilities being SHI, "IS 5S A twenty 
year endowment insurance scheme for clear- 
ing off the church debt is virtually consum- 
mated; as tho Ladies' Aid Society have 
promised to raise $500 annually for pay- 
ment of the policy, which will probably se- 
cure something over $20,000 at the end of 
tho term. The total amount raised for all 
purposes during the; last three years was 
$53,120.17, 'he recpelfive annual receipts 
being, 1890, $12,443 33 ; 1891, $21,263.56 ; 
1892, $19,422.28.
